How the Liberty Boys Did It. 

It will be remembered that a dozen 
or more of the collisions between the 
British and the Liberty Boys of New 
York just prior to the active out- 
break of the Revolution grew out of 
the posting of incendiary bills and 
broadsides.

Strange Delusion Entertained by a Wealth; 
Spaniard For Fifty Years. 


Situated within half an hour’s ride 
from the City of Mexico 1s the coun 
try place of a man who for 40 years 
bas been a voluntary recluse, seeing 
only one face in that time and as 
much dead to the world as if his 
body were indeed decayed. This 
inan is the wealthy Spaniard, Don 
Pedro Guierrerres, at one tinve an 
officer in the royal army of Spain, 
but who for nearly half a century 
has been a prey to the delusion that 
he is a leper or about to become one.

Mexico purchased the place where he 
now is.

He is an accom- 
plished linguist and subseribes to all 
the leading journals and magazines 
in the world, while he regularly em- 
ploys an agent to find out and send 
him all the books published that are 
worth perusing. His will provides 
that his servant, who was once with 
him in the army, and through all 
has served him faithfully, is to place 
him, when he dies, in his coftin and 
to allow no one to look upon him, 
and that he is to be buried thus on 
the estate.

The seas cover 7) per 
tent of the earth’s surface, estimated at 
4,260,000 (German) square miles. .The 
percentage of chlornatrium in the sea is 
the same atall depths. Assuming-that 
the average depth of the sea is a halt 
(German) mile, there are then 3,400,000 
cubic miles of sea water. A cubic mile of 
rea Water contains on the average #@bout 
25 kilograms of salt. The 3,400,000 cubic 
miles sea Water would therefore con- 
tain 85,000 eubic miles of distilled-pure 
salt.—From the German.

In the British Isles. 

The practice of smoking in church 

was prevalent in many churches in 
this country in the last years of the 
sixteenth century and the beginning 
of the seventeenth century. Previ- 
ous to the visit of James I to the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge in 1615 the vice 
shancellor issued a notice to the stu- 
lents which enjoined that ‘noe grad- 
uate, scholler or student of this uni- 
versity presume to take tobacco in 
St. Marie’s church upon payne of 
linall expellinge the universitie.” 

Sir Walter Scott, in bis **Heart of 
Midlothian,” refers to one Duncan of 
Kuockdundar, an important person- 
age, who smoked during the whole 
of the sermon, from an iron pipe, to- 
bacco borrowed from other worship- 
ers. Weare told that “‘at the end of 
the discourse he knocked the ashes 
out of the pipe, replaced it in his 
sporran, rejoined in the prayer with 
decency and attention.” The same 
practice existed in Hudson Bay ter- 
ritory and some other of the Britislr 
possessions beyond the seas for some 
time after the erection of the first 
churches in those early settlements, 
there being a general recourse at the 
commencement of the sermon to the 
soothing weed, and not before the 
pipes were fairly under way was the 
officiating minister able to proceed 
with his discourse. 

The custom of smoking during 
church service was not confined to 
the laity and minor clergy, for it re- 
corded that an archbishop of York 
was once reproved by the vicar of St. 
Mary's, Notungham, for attempting 
to smoke in the church vestry. The 
Rey. John Disnez of Swinderly, in 
Lincolnshire, writing on the 13th of 
December, 1773, to James Grainger, 
says: “The affair happened in St. 
Mary’s church, Nottingham, when 
Archbishop Blackburn was there on 
a Visitation. The archbishop had or- 
dered some of the apparitors or other 
attendants to bring prpes and tobac- 
co and some liquor into the vestry 
for his refreshment after the fatigue 
of confirmation. And this coming to 
Mr. Disnez’s ears he forbade their be- 
ing brought thither, and with a be- 
coming spirit remonstrated with the 
archbishop upon the impropriety of 
his conduct, at the same time telling 
his grace that his vestry should not 
be converted into a smoking room.”

Tea and Coffee. 

The last word has never been said 
on tea or coffee making. We have 
been told so often how the Russians 
brew their tea and the Parisians roast 
their coffee that the mere thought 
spells boredom. Now another new 
light has been shed in upon me from 
the reflections of a German cookery 
book which I have been reading. My 
German friend declares that to make 
tea absolutely a la Russe you must 
first put a few teaspoonfuls of leaves 
in a basin and pour upon them cold 
water—a teacupful or so, if you are 
not in a hurry, and hot water if you 
are—and leave it for five minutes 1 
the first case and one minute in the 
second.

Then 
you pour boiling water upon yout 
coffee into a tin pot and let it boil 
for just a minute.

There was 
1e no donbt when it might have 
been urged that in all probability the 
solar elements were so far different from 
any bodies known t# terrestrial chemists 
that the solar clouds must be constituted

‘of something altogether beyond our cog- 


nizance. But this view cannot be sus- 
tained in the present state of science. 

Nothing is more remarkable in the re- | 
cent advance of knowledge than the| 
clear demonstration of the fundamental 
unity between the elements present in! 
the celestial bodies and those elements 
of whith the earth is composed. It is no 
doubt true that we have found grounds 
for believing that there may be one or 
two elements in the sun which we do not 
find here. 

We have indeed assigned to these 
dimly discerned elements the hypothet- 
ical names of coronium and helium. 
But even if such bodies exist at ail they 
are certainly wanting in the essential 
qualities that must be attributed to an7 
element which purports to be the acziv3 
component of the photospheric cle id. 
There cannot be a reasonable doubt that 
the sun is mainly composed of elements 
both well known and abundant on the 
earth. It is clearly among these known 
bodies that it is our duty to search for 
the characteristic photospheric material. 

As the terrestrial clouds consist of 
water they are derived not from a sim- 
ple element, but from a composite body 
formed of the gases—oxygen and hydro- 
gen. The multitude of composite bodies 
is, of course, innumerable, and the task 
of searching for the solar constituents 
wonld therefore seem to be an endless 
one, unless we were in some way en- 
abled to restrict the field of inquiry. 
This is just what the vast temperature 
of the sun permits us to do. It is well 
known that at a heat resembling that at 
which the photosphere is maintained 
chemical compounds cannot in general 
exist. Ordinary chemical compounds ex- 
posed to temperatures of such elevation 
are instantly resolved into their elemen- 
tary components. It is thus manifest 
that in the endeavor to find the photo- 
spheric material we have not toscan the 
illimitable field of chemical compounds. 
We have only to consider the several 
elementary bodies themselves. 

Thus at once the research is narrowed 
to a choice among some 64 different ma- 
terials, this being about the number of 
the different elementary bodies. Most of 
them have already been actually de- 
tected in the sun, and it is very likely 
that the others do really exist there also 
in some part or other of the sun’s mighty 
volume. —Sir Robert Ball in Fortnighi- 
ly Review ;

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HOW FAR IS THE SUN 


NEW LIGHT WHICH HAS BEEN THROWN 
ON THE PROBLEM. 


Results of Observations Made by the Coast 
Survey at the Sandwich Islands—The Dis- 
tance to the Sun Is Something Like Nine- 
ty-five Million Miles, More or Less, 


A little new light has recently been 
thrown on the proBlem of the distance 
of the sun. This is the great yardstick 
of astronomy. For more than a century 
every effort has been made to ascertain 
the distance as accurately as possible. 
Methods direct and indirect have been 
employed. Considering the fact that the 
knowledge thus sedulously pursued can 
serve no utilitarian purpose, the gener- 
ous expenditure in the pursuit does 
credit to the intellectual aspirations of 
the human race, From the time of Cap- 
tain Cook’s expedition to the Society is- 
lands to observe the transit of Venus in 
1769 until the present day millions of 
dollars have been spent in this effort to | 
drop a sounding line to the sum 

Copernicus believed that the sun was 
not more than 5,000,000 miles away. 
There were philosophers before the 
Christian era who knew as much as 
that. For several years past we have 
been assured that the distance could not 
be far from 92,800,000 miles. But al- | 
most a centery ago Laplace assumed a) 
parallax for the sun which gave almost | 
exactly that distance. Since his time | 
various astronomers have attacked the | 
problem, and their results have varied | 
from 91,000,000 to 95,250,000 miles, | 
the difference between these extreme es- | 
timates being nearly as great as the en- | 
tire distance was believed to be by the} 
founders of astronomy. | 

Yet these facts carry no challenge to! 
the soundness of modern astronomical 
methods or the substantial correctness of , 
the results attained by them. The dis- | 
tance of the sun is not yet known with | 
absolute accuracy, for the same reason | 
that the height of Mount St. Elias or of | 
Mount Everest has not yet been exactly | 
ascertained. But the limits of error are 
known, and in the future we shall not | 
see estimates of the sun's distance vary- | 
ing by millions of miles. If a series of | 
wires should be cut, each agreeing in | 
length with one of the recent meaxures | 
of the solar parallax, and all should then | 
be stretched from the earth toward the | 
sun, every one of them would end in the | 
sun, though none might stop precisely 
at ifs center. | 

As to the recent light upon this prob- , 
lem, it is furnished by the results of ob- 
servations by the United States coast sur- 
vey at the Sandwich Isiands to deter- 
mine the constant of aberration of the 
stars. By this is meant the amount of 
displacement that the stars undergo in | 
consequence of the fact that we are look- | 
ing at them from a globe which is not 
standiny still, but is moving in an orbit 
around the sun at the rate of about 144 
miles in a second.

Population of the Ocean, 

A striking proof of the vastness and 
variety of the population of the sea has 
been furnished by the results of explora- 
tions made by a committee of the zoolog- 
ical department of the British associa- 
tion in that part of the Irish sea sur- 
rounding the isle of Man. 

Out of 1,000 species of marine ani- 
mals collected; 224 had never before been 
found in that region, 38 were previously 
unknown as inhabitants of British wa- 
ters, and 17 were entirely new to science. 
Indeed they were animals whose exist- 
ence had never been suspected. 

If such discoveries reward a few weeks 
of searching in so minute a speck of the 
sea, how many volumes would be re- 
quired to contain a list of the still undis- 
covered inhabitanits of the great oceans?

92,709,000 miles. 
from the observation of the transit of 
Venus in 1574 was about 620,000 miles 
less than this, while that calculated 
from the transit of 1882 was about 190, 
000 miles greater. But Laplace’s value 
of the solar parallax, adopted by him in 
1799, gives a distance differing by only 
80,000 or 90,000 miles from that shown 
by the calculation based on the new 
constant of aberration. So Laplace was 
probably nearer to the truth than many 
of the later astronomers have been. 

It is evident that the final solution of 
the great problem has not even yet been 
obtained. There is an uncertainty of 
perhaps as much as 100,000 miles still 
remaining. Since the distance of the 


sun forms a base line for calculating the - 


distance of the stars, an error of 100,000 
miles in that base line would make a 
difference of nearly 30,000, 000,000 miles 
in the calculated distance of the nearest 
fixed star in the sky. It is for the as- 
tronomers of the future, then, to deter- 


mine the real dimensions of the uni- ; 


verse, if they can. For our part, we 
must be content to know that they are 
great almost beyond the power of math- 
ematics

Many cases 
are on record where large particles 
have been removed from the interior 
of the eye by the magnet with a 
hardly appreciable impairment of the 
vision, 

Dr. Knapp recommends that in 
large injuries of the eye, where the 
presence of a piece of iron or steel 
within the eye is suspected, the phy 
sician should not hesitate to insert a 
magnet, as inflammation and loss of 
the eye will ensue if the foreign sub- 
stance be allowed to remain. Ii, 
however, the mjury shows but a 
very small opening through the eye 
ball, the intruding substance should 
first be located with the ophthalmo 
scope; then the wound through the 
eyeball should be carefully enlarged 
and the magnet inserted as close to 
the particle as possible. In this way, 
by cautious manipulation, the sub- 
stance may often be removed with 
but little subsequent inflammation. 
—Medical Journal.

Tungsten and Steel, 

A mixture of tungsten with steel is 
known ioe've to the latter so great 
adepree of hardness that it readily 
scratches glass and quartz. Accord- 
ing to a statement in° The Paper |

question, a definitely crystallized 
compound of iron and tungsten has 
been discovered, the crystals being 
so hard as to scratch topaz. The 
crystals, as formed by the combina- 
tion named, in the proportion of one 
atom of iron to two of tunsten, are 
silver gray and very brilliant. It is 
thought that when tungsten is alloyed 
with steel some of the compound just 
described is formed in the mass, there- 
by producing the remarkable increase 
in the hardness of the steel. This is 
cited as an interesting example of the 
value that one metal may lend to an 
other, for until the discovery that it 
could be employed in hardening stee! 
tungsten, although occurring in con- 
siderable abundance, was practically 
of no value.

Wine In Bottles, 

The increase of the strength of wine 
by keeping depends upon whether it is 
kept in cask or bottle. If stored in cask, 
there is a constant alcohol. 
The ancients *w that wine improved 
if kept in leathern bottles, and the same 
result is obtained by keeping it in wood- 
en vessels, for both leather and wood 
are more easily penetrated by water than 
by alcohol. Evaporation ensues from 
both, but more freely from wate, and 
the wine consequently richer 
in alcohol.

Sun Spots. 

It has been observed that after the 
sun spots have been at a minimum the 
summers are hotter, just as though there 
Was more heat coming from the sun at 
such periods, and the fact has been ac 
counted for by supposing that sun spots 
are caused by vast clouds of matter 
erupted from the sun and condensed in 
the surrounding space. These act as 
screens and prevent the snn’s heat from 
radiating freely through them. Fro. 
an examination of statistics A. B. 
McDowall, M. A., has found that in 
England during the hot summers, fol- 
lowing the minima of sun spots, the 
month of August is hotter than July, 
an effect due, in all likelihood, to acen- 
mulation of the heat.—American Reg- 
ister.

The journalist had beforehand ap- 
prised the count of his intention and 
stated that i theme of conversation 
he wished tostart would be ‘the vicious 
tendency of soci ’ or briefly, ‘‘inbred 
id the count consented to give 
as on the subject as follows: 
ippose for a moment,’’ said he, 
“*that six tigers had been brought in a 
solid iron « to some menagerie in 
the government of Tula. Go on to sup- 
pose that the beusts had broken loose 
and spread over the plains and forests, 
attacking the inhabitants. Naturally, 
if these six tigers were killed or caught 
and shut up again in their cages, the 
mischief would be atan end. Some peo 
ple seem to think that the case of vi 
cious men is similar, in which they are 
altogether mistaken. Vitiated human 
beings are not tigers in Tula, but wolves 
—wolves which regularly breed there 
and have done so for generations, and 
which it is absolutely impossible to ex 


terminate. ’

“T declare that if I tind that in my 
own house fleas are breeding it would 
be strange for me to try and catch these 
insects one by one.

Dwarting Bamboo Trees, 
The dwarting of bamboo trees is an 
important branch of the Japanese nur- 
sery business. A few weeks after the 


shoots begin to grow, and when the 
trunks measure about 3 inches in cir- 


cumference and 5 feet in height the 
bark is removed, piece by piece, from 
the joint. After five weeks, when the 
plants get somewhat stout, the stem is 
bent and tied in. 

After three months, when the side 
shoots grow strong enough, they are all 
cut off five or six inches from the main 
trunk, they are then dug up and potted 
in sand. Care should be taken not to 
use any fertilizer, but plenty of water 
should be given. Cut off the large shoots 
every year in May or June, and after 
three years the twigs and leaves will

There is something about the wear 


and tear of the duties incidental to the 
box office that prematurely ages a young 
man. Stay by him a single day, and 
you'll know what it is. When he comes 
to the theater in the morning and ar- 
ranges lis tickets in the rack and counts 
out his change and the advance sales on 
that day, it is with an air of resigne- 
tion such as kings and queens used to 
wear just before they were carted out 
for execution.

Bismarck’s secretary in speaking 
of the wastebasket recently gave a 
Vienna journalist some information 
which is of special interest to Ameri- 
cans, as from the United State comes 
| most of the telegrams intended for 
| self advertising purposes. Here is a 

dispatch received recently by the 
| prince from a New York newspaper 

whose name was withheld: 

“Ten million Germans listen for 
your voice and wish to know whether 
you will again undertake the leader 
ship of the empire founded under 
your auspices. Ten million Germans 

in America wish to hear from your 
mouth words of comfort as to their 
native land. Cable answer prepaid.” 

The dispatch was no sooner read 
than it went into the wastebasket. 


The idea of answering it never enter- | 


ed the head of anybody at the castle 
An Englishman sent this cablegram 
shortly afterward: 

“T, the richest citizen of this town, 
have but one unfulfilled wish—to 
stand before the most famous man 
of the century and receive the honor 
of his acquaintance. If the fulfill- 
ment of my wish should depend upon 
my giving any sum of money to any 
‘ause or society, I beg your excel- 
lency to name the amount, and I will 
at once deposit the same, no matter 
how large it may be. Cable answer 
prepaid.” 

The offer of money was as futile as 
the appeal of **10,000,000 Germans in 
America,” and it followed the latter 
into the wastebasket.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Tea, Coffee and Digestion. 

A German physiologist, Schultz-

cases pure water, tea and coffee.

| by the pure acid was 94, with the 

| water 92, with the tea 66 and with 
the coffee 61. Thus the addition of 
| pure water affected the digestion lit- 
tle, but the tea and coffee lessened it 
very materially. In this experiment 
the egg was chopped into millimeter 
| cubes. In a previous trial, in which 
the egg was not chopped so fine, the 
presence of tea and coffee was even

THEORIES ASOUT BALDNESS. 


Why Does the Hair Fall Out on the Top of 
the Head and Not Elsewhere?

Saturated Solution. 

A substance is said to undergo so 
lution when the force of adhesion 
between it and a liquid in which it 
is immersed is sufficient to overcome 
the force of cohesion between the 
solid particles. The liquid which af- 
fects the solution is termed the sel- 
vent. If solid bodies be introduced 
in successive small portions into a 
definite quantity of liquid capable of 
dissolving it, the first portions disap 
pear most quickly, and each portion 
dissolves nore slowly till the liquid 
ceases to possess any solvent power 
When this occurs, the solution is said 
to be saturated, the powers of cohe- 
sion being balanced. But saturation 
may exist with r "dd to one body 
and not to another. Thus water sat- 
urated with common salt will sull 
dissolve sulphate of soda, and vice 
versa. So also a saturated solution 


of common salt will dissolve sugar. 
The saturating power of bodies is 
in many cases greatly influenced by 
heat, while in others variations of 
temperature produce but little effect 
Thus cold water will take up nearly 
as much common salt as hot water 
but sulphate of soda is more sol- 
uble in hot water than in cold, and 
hence it is that a saturated hot solu 
tion @ this and many other salts de 
posits cr stals on coolins Under 
gertain conditions a saturated solu 
tion may be cooled down without 
any of the dissolved solid separating 
from it. The sol ud then 
contain more of than it 
would contain at that part ‘tem 
perature under ordinary conditions

Not yet van 
quished, our collector cuts a long 
bamboo from a clump growing close 
by, and somewhat viciously com 
mences to loosen the orchid from its 
perch by poking at it from below. 
But it is so interlaced wifh bush 
ropes that nothing can be done with 
out breaking the plant in pieces, 
which, of course, will spoil it as a fine 
specimen. Then the ants begin to 
swarm down the stick, and presently 
a few bites on the hand make our 
friend drop it into the stream 

Reluctantly we are at last obliged 
to leave it alone, and proceed onward, 
hoping foe better luck with the next 
plant. Paddling along, we think of 
this wonderful contrivance of nature 
to protect the orchid from noxious 
insects, and even, as in our case, from 
human despoilers. We do not find 
orchid collecting so very easy, for 
the nests of the maribunta (the wasp 
of Guiana) often hang dangerously 
near toa covered specimen and warn 
off intruders. Sometimes these are 
not seen until the little insects are 
buzzing about our ears, and then 
there is nothing left but to get off as 
s00n as possible. A nest which hangs 
in front of a fine brassia, and effectu 
ally bars the way, is blown to bits: by 
the gun of one of our party. Then 
we secure the plant and paddle on 
before the homeless ones find out 
what is the matter. Sometimes liz 
ards scamper away as a plant is 
grasped, and once a harmless snake 
glided across the hand of one of the 
negroes, making him cry out with 
fright. Another time a snake fell 
into the bateau and made us all get 
out of its way until we found it was 
neither the dreaded labaria nor rat 
tler.—Cornhill Magazine.

A FAMOUS WILL CASE. 


It Eventually Led to the Passage of an Act 
of Parliament. 


On June 9, 1859, a decision was 
given im the house of lords as to who 
was the rightful heir to the property 
left by the will of Peter Isic Thel- 
lusson, probably the most remarka- 
ble on record. His father, Isaac Thel- 
lusson, had been embassador from 
Geneva, in Switzerland, to the court 
of Louis XV, king of the French. 
Peter, who made his abode in Lon- 
don in the middle of Qhe eighteenth 
century, accumulated an immense 
fortune, subsequently purchasing the 
manor of Broadsworth in Yorkshire. 
He died June 25, 1805, leaving a most 
extraordinary will. He bequeathed 
£100,000 to his widow, but directed 
that the regaainder @f his property, 
consisting of personality amounting 
to £600,000, besides a landed estate of 
the annual value of £4,500, should ac- 
cumulate during the lives of his three 
sons, and after their death it was to 
be conveyed to the eldest lineal male 
descendant of his own three sons. 
Should no heir then exist, the whole 
was to be applied by the agency of 
the sinking fund to the nafMfonal debt. 

His will caused much public cen- 
sure, it being commonly supposed 
that his design was the accumula- 
tion of a colossal fortune for remote 
descendants, in which case, how- 
ever, his purpose is said to have been 
frustrated through the cost of litiga- 
tion during 61 ¥ears, rendeving the 
property no larger than it was at his 
death. But a worthier reason for his 
peculiar will is assigned—namely, 
that he held much property in trust 
and desired sufficient time to elapse 
or the appearance of just claimants. 
lowever, his will bemg contested by 
he heirs at law, it was firmly estab- 
ished by decision of the house of 
lords on June 25, 1805. In conse- 
nee of this will an act of parlia- 
was passed restraining testators 
from devising property for purposes 
of accumulation for longer than 21 
years after their death, any other di

money. The Spectator believes that 
within 30 years the royalties of Eu 
rope will be disestablished and the 
princes will be a noble but unpaid 
caste.

COINING JEWELRY. 


ONE OF THE MANY SECRETS OF THE 
PAWNBROKERS’ TRADE. 


A Little Dark Room In the Rear of a Chi- 
cago Loan Office, Where Many Golden 
Heirlooms Are Melted and Cast Into Bars 


Which Are Traded For Good Coin, 


*‘Looks funny, doesn’t it? All the 
same there are a dozen of those ma 
chines going at least once a week in this 
vity that the public never heard about 
before. When you understand it, you 
will be able to tell your friengs what 
becomes of the gold and silver they 
leave with their ‘uncle’ and never re- 
deem. ‘On the dead’ now, don't give 
me away, and I will tell you some of 
the secrets of the pawnbrokers’ trade.”’ 

The remark was made in a little dark 
room in the rear of one of the big loan 
offices not far from Madison and Dear- 
born streets. The proprietor went on to 
say the repgrts show that 10 to 15 per 
cent of all articles placed in *thock’’ 
are never called for. Then often gold 
and silver are purchased outright by 
the pennyweight or ounce, and in one 
Way or another a large amount of the 
precious metals is accumulated. To 
turn old style goods into ready cash is 
the probiem that confronts the loan 
broker. Bankrupt stocks of new designs 
and fresh goods fill the cases in the 
counters and show windows, and the 
old material goes into new golden eagles, 
with Uncle Sam's stamp upon them. 

On the floor of the back room, reach- 
ed after setting half a dozen electric 
alarms going and the pressing of nu- 
merous buttons, was a peculiar contriv- 
ance looking like a 6 inch tile stood 
on end, with a brass barrel covered with 
pipes by its side. A copper pan, some 
iron tools and some bowls that looked 
like common flowerpots lay on the floor. 

“This copper barrel,’’ said the pro 
prietor, ‘is filled with naphtha. These 
pipes lead to this tile or furnace. This 
handle here is for the forcing of air be- 
hind the naphtha so it will make a 
strong blast. These pots are crucibles. 
Into the furnace we place the crucible; 
into the crucible goes the gold. Hot, 
isn't it? So hot that we are compelled 
to wear colored glasses to see what's 
going on, But that’s nothing to the way 
the thing is done in Uncle Sam's fur- 
naces. Now, here goes to fill the crnci- 
ble.”’ 

Into the stone jar went gold watch 
cases and chains with family histories, 
crests and initials, souvenir spoons and 
breastpinus of forgotten dates, rings that 
could have spoken of wedding bells and 
birthdays in the long ago, golden 
charms, scarfpins with the jewels re- 
mov ed and odds and ends collected in a 
week's trade. The imated value of 
the hatful of stock was $1,000 in pure 
gold. Into the melting collection went a 
lot of borax. This was to make the gold 
flow when sufficiently melted. There 
was no smoke, nothing buat a sickly 
smell of naphtha, the noise of the blast 
and the glittering whiteness of the cru 


cible. 

To get a closer look at the melting 
gold a pair of green eyeglasses was fur- 
nished. As the broker stirred the con- 
tents of the crucible with an iron poker 
black bubbles would come to the top and 
pieces of coarser metal would be seen 
struggling to the surface only to sink 
back into the yellow gold new turn- 
ed to fluid. The broker lifted the cruci- 
ble out of the furnace and poured its 
white hot contents into an iron mold 
The mold rested in a pan of water. All 
the gold settled into the mold, and the 
borax, turning black as it hit the water, 
staid on top. In a few minutes the 
borax was knocked off and out fell a 
bar of gold weighing several poun 
1t inches long and probably three- 
fourths of an inch square. After clean- 
ing the bar was laid aside for shipment 
to the treasury. 

‘*We do this once a week,’’ said the 
proprietor as he shut off the valve to the 
naphtha barrel. ‘*From here the bars go 
to Washington by express. Before its 
value is returned we will pay out near- 
ly $4 on $1,000. At Uncle Sam's works 
the bar will be remelted by a fiercer 
heat. Then the melted mass will be 
poured into water, where it will form 


into shot or pellets of gold and silver | 


and copper. These pellets are then plac- 
ed in acid and the different metals sep- 
arated. No, you can't fool the govern- 
ment for a minute. Science does the 
work in good shape. After this process 
the treasury ships gold eagles for the 
gold and silver coin for the silver 
metal contained in the bar. So, you 
see, the old battered watch case, 
broken chain or out of date orna- 
ment comes back in new coin of the 
realm. Over $200,000 worth of gold 
bars is annually sent from Chicago bro- 
kers in this way, and not cme person in 
10,000 ever sees how the melting is 
done. Of course many gold coins are 
made into jewelry and in course of time 
are sent back through our crucibles once 
more. This is on account of change of 
style in gold ornaments of all kinds 
which is constantly going on. Any 
profit? Oh, yes. We figure all such 
things. An article pawned means to us 
only its weight in the crucible with a 
profit deducted. This profit may be 6 
or it may be 12 per cent. A chain 
weighing $10 worth of gold we bny for 
$8.50 or some less. The $1.50 is for 
profit, handling and the risk. Yes, it’s 
quite a business, and many a family his- 
tory has been told in the golden heir- 
looms that have fallen into a loan bro- 
ker’s crucible. ’’—Chicago Tribune

The Water Discharged by a River. 

Many rules and m:thods have been 
given for calculating the quantity of 
water discharged by a river, but the 
following appears to be the clearest 
and best: To get a mean velocity of 
a river or other stream find first the 
surface velocmty in the line of current 
by cbserving the rate of feet per 
minute at which a floating body is 
earried down. AS an approximation 
to the truth the mean velocity may 
be taken at four-fifths of the great 
est surface velocity, and if this is 
multiplied by the area in feet of the 
cross section of the stream the pre xl 
uct is the discharge in cubic feet per 
minute. For military purposes the 
following rule is given for ascertain 
ing how many men astream is ade 
quate tosupply: **Multiply the veloc 
ity per minute by the breadth, depth 
and 900, and this will give the num 
ber of men for which the brook is an 
adequate supply. The velocity of 
feet per minute is obtained by float 
ing a cork, noting the distance it 
travels in a given time.”—New York 
Dispatch.

The Theory of “Retarding Vital Consump- 
tion” — Franklin and the Flies— Work the 
Heart Does—-Recent Experiment In the 


Partial Vegetarian System. 


Aniong the various fantastic theories 
jor prolonging life one of the most popu- 
lar at the end of the eighteenth century 
ding vital 
consumption.’’ Maupertuis fancied that 
n complete suspension of vital activity, 

sort of Rip Van Winkle sieep, might 

Ne produced so as to check self consump 
tion. Bodies in this state could be laid 
away and then resuscitated after a lapse 
of two or three centuries. Benjamin 
Franklin even, while living in France, 
seems to have had faith in this. One 
day he received some bottles of wine 
from Virginia. In one of them—only 
me—were afew dead flies, which the 
great philosopher resolved to utilize in 
in experiment. The month was July, 
und these imported flies, which had 
been on a spree in Virginia, had fallen 
into the native wine and had been in 
this state shipped to France, where they 
wero exposed to the heat of the French 
sun. Three hours passed, and the winged 
Virginians came to life after an appar- 
ent death of many weeks. <At first a 
sort of convulsive movement seized 
them. They began then to use their 
legs, walked around awhile, and seem- 
ing to be aware that they were in 
France immediately concluded to make 
their toilet by rubbing their eyes with 
their fore feet, using their hind legs to 
smooth out their wings. They then few 
away to associate with Paris dies. 
Franklin wrote of the incident: 

**Since by such acomplete suspension 
of all internal as well as external con- 
sumption it is possible to produce a 
pause of life and at the same time to 
preserve the vital principle, might not 
such a process be employed in regard to 
mun? I can imagine no greater pleasure 
‘than to cause myself to be immersed, 
along with a few good friends, in wine 
and to be again called back to life at the 
end of 50 or more years by the genial 
solar rays of my native country, only 
that I may see what improvement the 
state has made and what changes time 
has brought with it.’’ 

It was once thought that people died 
from lack of what physicians called 
**the vital principle.’’ It is a phrase that 
has a fine, vague, mysterious sound, but 
it really means little or nothing. Or, in 
other words, it is now conceded that 
death comes from disintegration, very 
gradual often, it is true, in all the bod- 
ily organs, brought about by the all im- 
portant blood being blocked up by ac- 
cretions which close the channels lead- 
ing from the heart. Most magnificent 
and most wonderful muscle as the 
human heart is, it may get clogged in 
such a way by the earthy salts in the 
blood as to be unable to perform its ree- 
ular functions. Then the life fluid can 
not be kept in proper circulation. Al- 
lowing 69 or 70 pulsations of the heart 
—the usual average—every minute, one 
person has 100,000 heart beats in the 
space of oneday. This means, of course, 
that the heart and arteries are contracted 
with such power as to keep 50 or 60 
pounds of blood in healthy movement. 
Really it is a wonder that one does not 
wear out long before he usually does. 
And it forces a new kind of admira- 
tion fromthe thinking man when be 
jsees for the first time a human being 
who has lasted 100 or 115 years, and 

r heart is still on after all 
this enoromus expenditure of force. The 
eyes, ears and stomach all have a rest, 
but the heart keeps on through wakhiy 
hours as well as through sleep. Pause 
between the beats are all the vacation it 
gets, Whichseems to be really no rest at 
jall. When one does not dream, even the 
\brain seems to sleep, or at least it gives 
jpeace and quiet. 

Much has been written and talked 
about vegetarianism in relation to health 
and its effect on long life. It is not 
claimed, however, by its strict advo- 
lcates that any of the great number of 
Ine ple who have lived to be 100 years 
jand over were vegetarians. In faet, 
most of these centenarians seem to have¥ 
lived just like common folk who die-at 
40 or 50. If they had only taken care. of 
jthemselves and kept their blood in geod 
condition, there is no telling but 200 
years may have been scored as easily as 
100, Natural advantages being so great, 
as shown by what they did do, a vagury 
sadness overcomes the social philosopher 
when he thinks of what they might have 
laccomplished under more favorable con 
ditions for the success of the experiment 

As to the admitted advantages of « 
partial vegeririan system of living, M 
Francisque Sarcey, the famous French 
critic, has been trying it, and in a con, 
munication to one of the Parisian jouw 
nals gives his experience. Since ‘oat 

189%, he has touched no meat. In Au 
gust of the same year he reports that he 
tis only ‘‘a moderate vegetarian’’—that

The river Thames is the most impor- | 


jtantas itis the most beautiful water 

park in the world. It is to London and 
the adjacent counties what the Charles 
river should and can by the diligence 
of public spirit be to Boston and the ad- 
jacent towns. With the hope of stirring 
this public spirit and showing what the 
Euglish do with their beautiful river, 
and how they manage it, how they pay 
for its maintenance as a water park, I 
present what follows: 

The Thames, counting all its turn- 
ings and twistings and not measuring 
by a direct line, runs something like 200 
miles from its source to the sea. On its 
banks are 10 counties, including Lon- 
don, having a population of 8,500,000 
people and a ratable valuation of about 
#300,000,000. It drains, with its tribu- 
taries, an area of more than 5,000 square 
miles. Until it enters the county of 
London it is distinctly a river of pleas- 
ure. From the western border of the 
county of London to the sea, a distance of 
sixty odd miles, it is a highway of com- 
merce By its aid London has become 
the greatest port in the world. 

lt is of the Thames as a pleasure 
stream that I propose to write, but it is 
well to understand at the outset that the

Thames. At each lock there are keepers 
always on duty, and they reside in pret 
ty cottages on the banks. Most of thi 
locks are supplied with inclined roller 
ways, over Which small boats can be 
easily taken if you prefer not to wait 
for a passage through the lock. 

Many of the Thameside towns have 
an annual rowing regatta, each of which 
makes for its district the great fete day 
of the year. The chief of these regattas 
is that at Henley, whose fame is known 
to amateur oarsmen the world over. <A 
Thames fete day affords ove of the most 
delightful spectacles that can be imag- 
ined. The course is literally covered 
with small boats. The bright costumes 
of the occupants give a sprinkling of 
welcome color to the scene. ‘The festiv- 
ity is indeed a water carnival. The 
houseboats, which make an important 
part of the fleet, line the banks and are 
decked with flowers and bunting, and 
at night every craft is gayly illuminated. 


On these occasions the old saying that | 


“the English take their pleasures sad- 


ly’’ is again disproved, for a jollier and [ 
more delightful festa is nowhere to be | 


found in Europe. Besides, no matter 
how great the crowd or how high the 
spirits of it, the order of the day is 
perfectly kept. Perhaps the rough ele- 
ment of the community does not care 
for these water sports. Perhaps the up- 
per river is too far from the haunts of 
the turbulent, but whatever the cause 
the fact remains that gala days on the 
Thames are as notable for good manners 
as for good fun, and no matter how 
huge the throng (there may be a seem- 
ingly solid mile of small craft packed 
across the river from bank to bank) yet 
the whole business is so well managed 
that when the time comes to clear the 
course for racing the way is easily made 
by the regatta authorities and the offi- 
vers of the Thames conservancy. —Bos- 
tun Herald.

AMERICAN MADE CANDY. 


Nothing Injorious to Health Can Be Found 
In Its Ingredients, 

G, W, Jenkins of Philadelphia, an | 
| officer of the National Confectioners’ | 
association, talked to a reporter about 
the composition of candy. ‘Our as- | 
sociation,” he said, with great em- | 
phasis, ‘will forfeit $100 and anoth- 
er similar association will forfeit a 
like sum to any one who will find the 
smallest portion of any substance in- 
jurious to health in any American 
made candy. This offer remains open , 

indefinitely.” 

“All American candy is made of 
pure sugar then?” 

“I will not say that. Some of the 
cheaper grades are made partly of 
fine flour or of pulverized starch. 
Glucose is also used to some extent. 
But glucose is simply a clear, hand- | 
some corn sirup, with no injurious 

' qualities. 

«And no saccharine matter?” 

“And not a bit of saccharine mat- 
ter.” 

“And how much terra alba do you 
confectioners use?” 

“Not an ounce of terra alba. Not 
an ounce of terra alba is used in any 
American made candy. We will 
pay you $100 if you can find a trace 
of it.” 

“Candy is of various grades then /” 

“Oh, yes. The gumdrops are the 
cheapest grade of candy made. Of 
course they are not made of sugar. 
There is no pretense that they are.” 

“Guim arabic, I suppose?” 

“Gum arabic chiefly. And, as I 
have said, some makers use flour or 
fine starch in some of the cheaper 
grades—in stick candy especially. | 
But one of the main objects of this | 
associetion is to discourage the use| 
of any substance that can injure the 
public health, and we are sure that 
we have succeeded in this aim.” | 

“Are brandied goods made now to | 
a considerable extent?” | 

“Yes; we make them constantly, 
but there is not so large a demand | 
for the old style brandy drops as for- | 
merly. Brandy is now used chiefly 
as a flavoring in various forms of 
chocolate goods. It is used only as a! 
flavoring, just as we use rose, vanilla 
and other forms of flavoring in the | 
{ same goods.” 
| 


“Do the liquor laws interfere with 
these goods in any of the states?” 
“Not at all. How could they? We 
}do not sell brandy by the gallon, 
quart or glass. The laws cannot 
touch sales made in the way we make 
them—by the pound. And then, 
again, there is really very little 
brandy in a brandy drop or a brandy 
chocolate, not more than two or three 
drops, just enough to give a brandy 
flavor.” 
“Where do these brandy goods go 
chiefly —among school children?” 
“School children! No. The goods 
are too expensive to be bought exclu- 
sively by school children. They re 
tail for 50 cents 2 pound. They go 
| into the general trade and are sould 


| marks.”

But while ev 
ery edition of “Nana” only consists 
of 1,000 copies that of the catechism 
amounts to 10,000, and although it 
contains only 72 small pages, half of 
which are crowded with quotations, 
the bishop of Ribe has derived as 
large a revenue from Luther's little | 
catechism as Zola bas from his own 
big ‘‘Nana,” which numbers nearly 
500 pages, closely printed.

The Luxuriance of Blasphemy Prevalent 
Among the Orientals.

The compiler of a really reliable 
and comprehensive code is ngt at the 
outset of his undertaking f a diffi 
culty that so far has defiel all at- 
tempts at solution beyond a certain 
point. Despite the fact that the rules 
of the cable companies permit him to 
lay under contribution eight lan 
guages, the total number of words 
that can be used with safety for cod 
ing purposes is only about 150,000. 
The reasons for this are. twofold. 
First, the companies decliné to per- 
mit the use of any code word of more 
than 10 letters, and it is dangerous to 
employ those having lessthan seven, 
owing to the difficulty of detecting 
an error in short words. Further, 
thousands, nay, hundreds of thou 
sands of words, are rejected because 
of the similarity of the t- legraphic 
symbols that make up the getters. 

Figur rarely te§egraphed. 
The possibility of noting an error in 
a group of arbitrary figures is very 
remote. Should a letter or two be 
‘Jumbled” in a code word there are 
various Ways of correcting the mis- 
take—the sense, the context and the 
reference to the code.

A barker’s code 
contains words for every possible 
sum of money, from a haifpenny up 
to hundreds of thousands of pounds, 
and the authors have exh: dited great 
ingenuity in making a liugted supply 
of words do very extensife service.

Adventures of Mariners Almost as Thrill-
